The example of Guantamano in 
Chiba shows that we can hold 
and use a base in unfriendly ter- 
ritory, if we make up our minds 
to do so. 

The war in Viet Nam, as it is 
now being run by the Pentagon

Questions Wny Details Overlooked 

In Warren Report Considerations 


To The Reporter Dispatch: 

With the release of the full 
testimony and other exhibits of 
the Warren Commission hear- 
ings, there will be many ques- 
tions raised as details become 
known which were formerly ob- 
scured in the Warren Report it- 
self. Granted that the average 
personc9J2ldn!t_^re less about 
thq3e''''3etails, ne^^fertheless it 
jms fitting. ,tQL. exanUne^"we- 
fuUy t^pser^ints wfilch^eenrto 
suppdrt belief that a consphacy 
responsbile for staging uve' 
'assassination. \ 

One detail of the testimony 
(out of hundreds of equally in- 
triguing obscured points) is that 
the Commission staff chose to 
use a map of the Oak Cliff area 
of Dallas (in Exhibit No. 1119- A, 
p. 158, Report) which entirely 
omits 4he name from Lancaster 
Ave. (For those interested, this 
is the street lying between Mar- 
salis and Ewing.) *1116 large 
words “Fifth”, “Sixth”, “Sev- 
enth” and “Eighth” occupy the 
space where the name “Lan- 
caster” should be found, (fu- 
riously enough the word “Av.” 
remains on the map, along Lan- 
caster, between Comal St. and 
Addison St. The full length of 
Lancaster Ave. in Oak Cliff 
shows on the map as repro- 
duced, so the name must have 
been there originally. 

Why is Lancaster Ave. so im- 
portant in the events of Nov. 22, 
1963? Simply because Officer'^ 
his police caj>“v^ 
10 prominently displayed on 
eaeftsside”, was at the corner of 
LANCASTERr-and'TJlghtn St. at 
6 minutes foX'(Tclock. (See p. 
165.) That corher happens to be 
only 8 blocks away from Os- 
wald’s rooming house on N. 
Beckley Ave. 

The testimony of the housek- 
eeper at the rooming house (see 
p. 253) is that she saw a Dallas 
police car at about 1 P.M., while 
Oswald was briefly in the house 
getting his jacket. The. number 
of this police car began with 
“10”, as she recollects it, and 
tte.car drove slowly by, stop- 
ping momentarily in front of the 
house and honking its horn sev- 
eral times. Before Oswald came 
out. the car had left. 

While this police car could 
have been Tippit’s car, it 
probably was not, although the 
connection is quite remarkable, 
since the (fommission found that 
no other police car was in the 
neighborhood of the rooming 
house at 1 PM. (See p. 253.) Tip- 
pit could have been driven the 
eight blocks to the house in the 
six minuses available, Tippit 
was alone, whereas the housek- 
eeper saw several occupants in 
the police car, but there is no 
evidence that the Commission 
tried to find them for question- 
ing. The Commission went out of 
its way to say that there is no 
evidence that a police car was 


in the neighborhood of the room- 
ing house about 1 p.m., other 
than the housekeeper’s sworn 
testimony to them and to the 
F.B.I. Since the official Com- 
mission conclusion is that Os- 
wald had no accomplices and 
that nobody in the police depart- 
ment was working with him, it 
this a case of stretching the re- 
ported facts to fit the conclu- 
sion? 

Unfortunately for our coun- 
try's future, the Warren Com- 
mission Report is permeated 
.with such instances of cavalier 
^eatment of reported facts, and 
Obscuration of relations. During 
the n^t few years, these instan- 
ces may give rise to numerous 
Articles, and discussions which 
would result In unjustly (I re- 
peat, UNJUSTLY) pointing the 
finer of iuspiclon at the very 
heads of ^e executive and Judl- 
ciaiy branches of our national 
government.
